THE LATE LEGISLATURE. 


It is conventional with the press, imme­ 
diately upon the close of a legislative 
session, to proceed to analyze its person­ 
ality and its work. In the great majority 
of eases such criticisms take aggressive 
forms. It is suppoeed to bo popular to 
ridicule the legislative body, and to make 
much of its shortcomings. Perhaps this 
freedom of criticism may tend to give us 
more digniiied and competent bodies, but 
we have failed to find such to have 
been the result in the past. If the point­ 
ing out of the errors of legislatures would 
evolve better houses, as the years go by, 
then in the past history of legislation wc 
should bo able to find that steady improve­ 
ment has been made up to this time. But 
this is not true. Neither as to competency 
nor 
character 
has there been any 
marked advance in the last twenty 
years. 
What we 
had 
to say of 
the late Legislature, as to the personnel 
of the membership, the influence of the 
body, and its general characteristics, to­ 
gether with tho spirit that actuated it, we 
said when both hcuse3 were in session and 
early in their history. We have nothing 
to add, now that the assemblage has been 
dissolved and is the popular target. But 
upon the work of the body as represented 
in the measures presented to it, and the 
bills which have received Executiva ap­ 
proval, we shall make remark, and judge 
the tree by its fruits. Such a review should 
throw much light upon the spirit of the 
body, and prove instructive, besides hav­ 
ing a positive news value. 
It shcaM, 
therefore, not bo hastily undertaken. In 
the mean time the laws as filed with the 
Secretary of State are beiug published in 
the R ecord-U nion in synoptical form, 
that the people may have their attention 
directed to the character of the new stat­ 
utes and their possible operation. 


THE CITY ELECTION. 


The result of the local election on Tues­ 
day was a demonstration of the uncer­ 
tainty of popular expression made at the 
polls. A pronounced majority in favor of 
either Mr. Knox or Mr. Neilsen wonld 
have been significant. But where the 
voters were so evenly divided in their 
views as to the proper man for the place of 
trust, and as to the best policy to be pur­ 
sued in the conduct of city affairs, there 
cannot be said to have been any settlement 
of the questions that were before the peo­ 
ple. If it shall be finally determined that 
there bas been no miscount, as is now al­ 
leged, Mr. Neilsen must be prepared to 
carry out to the fullest all the pledges he 
made. That he can do so we do not for 
a moment believe ; indeed, with the law 
before him, he will find he has a task far 
beyond human possibility. 
Tire re­ 
sult wilt be another instance added 
to local political history of the folly 
of Convention-made plans for financiering. 
If Mr, Nielsen shall take his seat in the 
Board of Trueteis he will find no opponent 
in this paper simply because of differences 
in political faith. We shall be ready to 
commend bis course in all particulars 
wherein he is right and justified by the 
law and a wise business policy, and just 
as ready to point out any erroneous steps 
he may take. Criticism of his course 
must not be captious. Fault-finding is a 
matter of ease, and when indulged in for its 
own Bake is unworthy good citizenship. We 
trust Mr. Neilsen and his party, which has 
full control of the legislative and executive 
branches of tho city government, will be 
given a free field and every opportunity to 
make their schemes effective ; but we are 
confident that they wiil result as this jour­ 
nal predicted prior tc the election, 


The unanimity with which the citizens 
of this city voted for the tax of $30,000 in 
aid of the new Pavilion fund is very grati­ 
fying. The money should now be ad­ 
vanced upon the credit thus given, and the 
work commence upon the new structure at 
a very early day. To secure the best pos­ 
sible building for the $$0,000 to be laid 
out, there must be the most rigid economy 
of expenditure. 
The Directors have al­ 
ready called for plans, and specified that 
the building shall be 400 feet long and 200 
feet wide. Notwithstanding this we sug. 
geet that the new hall should be in 
keeping with its surroundings. There 
should be no disparaging contrast, at 
least. 
That it should be cruciform 
many think best, for that style wiil 
enable enlargements to be made without 
destroying the architectural plan of the 
structure, and this cannot be done accord­ 
ing to the call for plans. That it should 
be made as nearly fire-proof as may be must 
be eonceded, and therefore as much of 
iron and glass should enter into its compo­ 
sition as is possible. Strength is an essen­ 
tial feature to be secured, and of course 
the floor area will be made very large by 
the introduction of galleries with propor­ 
tionate requisite hight, and provision made 
in one for a well-lighted art gallery. It 
would have been better for the Society per' 
haps to have offered a given number of life 
memberships as the only premium for plans, 
We understand that already one competent 
architect of a sister city proposes to sub­ 
mit plans without fee, and it is probable 
that others will do likewise. As for ex­ 
amples of like buildings, we have the 
whole world to choose from. The century 
has been peculiarly rich in exhibition halls, 
and doubtless drawings of all the notable 
ones can be secured with very little delay. 
The Board has given notice that the build­ 
ing plans must be based on a cost of $70,­ 
000. Probably the Board reserves $10,000 
as a saving sum for extras, modifica­ 
tions, etc.; but the law requires that 
$80,000 ehall be expended for a building, 
and no part of it for other purposes. The 
law and the contribution of the people is 
for a building worth and costing $80,000. 
A contemporary states that part cf the 
reserve is to be used to purchase machin­ 
ery'. We trust this is an erroneous state­ 
ment. The law clearly prohibits it. 
If the Board can use $5,000 
for 
machinery' it can use $50,000, and 
thus defeat the spirit of 
the law. 
We think the Board his made a serious 
mistake in designating the style of archi­ 
tecture as “ similar to that of the Oakland 
and Sacramento railroad depots.” It would 
be much better to amend the notice and 
leave the architects untrammeled. 
The 
Board will thu3 receive a greater variety of 
plans, and be rpore enlightened as to the, 
proper architecture for such a structure. 
Certainly to limit the bidders on plans as 
to style is to unnecessarily narrow the op­ 
portunities to secure the best building. To 
exclude the cruciform style, as the call ap­ 
parently does, is to cut off the great ad. 
vantages gained by wings or radiating 
arms, in any one of which certain depart­ 
ments of the exhibition may be placed that 
would mar the whole exposition if not 
thus partially cut off from other depart­ 
ments. The cruciform style also enables 
one of the arms to be used for the public 
assemblies held during the fiir (when par­ 
tial quiet is desirable) without incommoding 
all the departments of the exhibition. As 
the law directs that not less than 400 feet 
feet square of ground be set apart “ for 
erecting thereon a building,” etc., it fol­ 
lows that with wings giving four fronts a 
far more presentable structure can be had 
and no space be lost ; but the Board have 
seen fit to limit the width to 200 feet. 
It 
is doubtful if it was wise to advertise for 
plans. The California Architect ij author­ 
ity for the statement that among the archi­ 
tects of the country the competitive plan 
for a premium to the winner is in great 
disfavor and not responded to. Of two 
hundred and fifty good architects in the 
State, but three submitted plans, under the 
call for them, for the Soldiers’ Home. 
The ethics of the 
profession now 
prefer an invitation to a number to 
submit plans, each being allowed a com­ 
pensating fee for his drawings. 
There is no intention to be captious in 
this matter; the force of the exception 
taken is too great to be quietly ignored. 
There have been erected exposition build­ 
ings totally dissimilar to the “ depots,” 
and which the Board may find better mod­ 
els by far. It would certainly profit it to 
give the architects a free field for sugges­ 
tion. If the building was intended to be 
set in from a street, like the Mechanics’ In­ 
stitute Pavilion of San Francisco, the 
architectural style would be a matter of 
little moment; but as it is to grace the 
central plot of a handsome park, with like 
exposures on all sides, tho architectural 
style is of the highest importance. A mis­ 
take made in this respect might furnish an 
excuse to the Legislature to direct the re­ 
moval of the building, and such things 
have been done. The construction of the 
edifice will place the State Agricultural 
Society upon c much higher plane. Its 
greatest obstacle in the past has been lack 
of inviting facilities to exhibitors. 
This 
is now to bo wholly removed, and as a re­ 
suit the exhibits will not only be larger in 
nnmber, but the directory of the Society- 
wili no longer labor under the necessity of 
making extraordinary, and often humil­ 
iating, exertions, as in the past, to secure 
certain classes of exhibits. The Society 
will be more independent, and will be en­ 
abled to offer greater inducements for the 
more desirable classes of exhibits of the 
products and industries of the State. The 
State Fair will be less a bazar' of merchan­ 
dise than heretofore. From bemg a solici­ 
tor, the Society will become a discriminat­ 
ing judge as to what Bhall be placed in the 
hall, and this one fact goes very far to dig­ 
nify it. 
YOSEKITS. 
It is a matter of sincere regret that the 
Governor was led to believe that it was his 
duty to veto the appropriation for the con­ 
tinuation of the work in the Yosemite Val 
ley. No State ever had a nobler trust re 
posed in it than was placed in the charge 
of California by the Federal Government 
when it ceded the valley. The work be­ 
gun there was very necessary and should 
have been continued. The present adminis­ 
tration of the affairs of the valley have given 
no reason to telieve that a dollar wonld have 
been squandered. That the State property 
already there should be protected, and the 
projected improvements carried out to 
completion, was very desirable. As it íb, 
the vslley will not disclose all its beantieB 
to the tourist until the new roads and 
trails are constructed, and the State sooner 
or later must appropriate money to that 
end.

The n o rth ern Pacific R ailw ay. 
St. P au l, March 11 th— H. Clark, head 
contracting agent, who constructed bo much 
of the Ñerthern Pacific, has arrived in St. 
Pant from a trip direct from Portland over 
the Northern Pacific iracecontinental line 
To an inquiry “ IV hen will the missing link 
in the Northern Pacific disappear?’ he an­ 
swered : “ In the first part of A'JgUiff, Prob? 
ably; before that month closes, certainly.’ 
He said tho gap at present was 280 miie3, and 
track-laying was progressing from each end. 
On the western division two miles per 
day is going down ; on the eastern,^ a 
mile and a half. Soon advances with 
greater strides on each end will be made. It 
Beeni8 to be assured that December 31st. will 
witness through cars from St. Paul to Port­ 
land or Seattle. Clark said, fervently, I'm 
through with Chinese, heaven be praised.’ 
He has now about 2,000 men at work track- 
laying, building bridges and eurfacing. TheF 
found the country over which they worked 
Sahara-like in appearance—a perfect desert, 
without settlement, and scarcely a shanty. 
Ñow, on the contrary, little hamlets have 
sprung into existence, and marks of human 
habitations are plenty. 
The Absconding Theatrical Managers. 
N ew Y ork, March 14th.—The Dramatic 
News cf to-day says : Charles L. Andrews 
and L. R. Stockwell, recently reported as 
having absconded from San Francisco,^leav­ 
ing large liabilities as managers of the Grand 
Opera House, have arrived in this city, and 
were interviewed yesterday by a representa­ 
tive of this paper. Both gentlemen stated 
that their transactions in Sen Francisco had 
Leaa greatly exaggerated. They had done 
nothing dishocorab’e. When they assumed 
the management of theGrr.nd Opera House 
they put iu what capital they could com­ 
mand, and ran the house until that was ex­ 
hausted. When they left San Francisco they 
went to Tombstone, to attend to the panto­ 
mime company, whic'i hod been playing to 
a losing business. This they disbanded, 
and then came East. As to the telegram 
coLcerning a guarantee of the calories of 
Signora Majeroni and Henry Aveling, re­ 
ported os a forgery, they say that Con. 
O’Connor, a banking man of San Francisco, 
had half-way promised to guarantee these 
salaries, and then had changed his m’.nd; 
but that one Rogers had really made such a 
guarantee, and on theee_grounds the tele­ 
gram was sent. They claim that Hick», act­ 
ing manager of the theater, kept a sat of 
books, and th.t if these books were produced 
they would show the condition ot the whole 
affair. They also claim that the amount of 
their liabilities has been greatly exaggerated, 
and estimate that the utmost amount dee» 
not exceed $2,500, which they say they wiil 
ultimately pay. Concerning the reports of 
personal extravagance, Andrews siyBhe owes 
no personal debt of any character iu San 
Francisco.The Low er M ississippi. 
Vicksburg, March 14th.—Reporters of 
tho Vicksburg Herald have returned from 
the trip up the river, and report the water on 
the stand at Greenville, with a gradual de­ 
cline above, and scarcely any rise at points 
below. Planters generally along the river 
have made considerable progress in plowing, 
and, except where the overflow has effected 
them, are in good spirits. The watt r pouting 
through the breans afDl odrich is not one- 
fifth as great as that which poured through 
last year. It is now passing off rapidly, snd 
that portion of the levee not already given 
way will undoubtedly remain intact. Nearly 
all the principal levees aloDg the river cm 
still stand several feet of water. Tho levee 
from Youcg’s Point is completed to Omege, 
and can stand bíx or seven feet, but tbs water 
from the various breaks is rapidly encroach­ 
ing upon the rear. 
HELESA (Ark.), March 14th.—There has 
been a decline of one inch during the night. 
A line of skiffs has been put cn between this 
point, .Jonestown and Olarkville, Miss. Flat- 
boats are delivering good3 bank through the 
sections of country inaccessible to steamers. 
Business generally is resuming. For the frist 
time in many years, a swift current is coming 
down the shore, ¡¿(Heating a disposition on 
the part of the liver to change its channel 
again in this vicinity. Should this occur, the 
big bar in front of Helena will be greatly di­ 
minished, if not washed entirely away. 
Helena (Ark.), March 14th.—There has 
been a fail of three inches in the river during 
the last 24 hours. Ialind Gl has almost dis­ 
appeared, only a dot remaining. The back­ 
water from Whit3 river, uniting with the 
overflow from the Hubbard ar.d Oldtown 
breaks, has submerged a large region of coun­ 
try iu the Beaver bayou and lower Big creek 
section, never before known to be inundated. 
Owing to these hitherto high poinlB having 
always withstood overflows, no stock was 
driven out. Iu consequence there is an abso­ 
lute aDnibfilation of every kind of live etock, 
together with a large cumber of deer and 
other game. Two cabins, occupied one by 
white and the other by colored families, sud­ 
denly disappeared from near South Bayou 
during one night last week, and tb6re have 
keen no tidings of the occupants since. The 
supposition is that all perished.

U niontown (Pa.), March 14th.—In tho 
Dukeo-Nutt murder trial, the jury to day 
rendered a verdict of acquittal. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
U niontown, March 14th.—When the jury 
stated its verdict, Judge Wileon looked 
amsz:d, and said : “ Gentlemen cf the jury, 
I suppose the verdict is one you thought you 
should rendir under yenr oaths ; but-it is one 
that gives dissatisfaction to the Court, be­ 
cause we thought the evidence sufficient to 
justify a different verdicl. If you have com­ 
mitted an error it is one we cannot avoid, but 
can only express our condemnation in this 
mild way. The prisoner Í3 discharged.”

Affairs In France. 
Paris, March 14th.—Count de Chambord, 
in answering an address presented by 400 
workingmen of Lyons, said tie Republic was 
infallibly leadirg Francs to ruin. 
P a ris, March 14‘b.— In the Ssnats last 
night Count de St. Vallier questioned Cbal- 
Urul Lacour, Minister cf Foreign Affairs, as 
to the situation iu the French colonies, e.-pe* 
cially Torquin. 
England, Germany and 
America, he said, had absorbed the extreme 
East. He urged the occupation cf Torquin 
in order to accelerate the occupation of Cochin 
China. Chailerul Lacour, in reply, Eaid the 
Government intended neither to abandon nor 
to conquer Torquin, but to occupy it at cer­ 
tain points, in order to demonstrate that 
France roroprsed to remain there. 
The Revolutionists have resolved to hold 
henceforth regular fortnightly meetings in 
rifferent quarters c£ the city. Tbese meet­ 
ings are announced "under tba auspices of a 
Committee Central of the Revolutionaries. 
The first has just taken place in a large hall 
in one eastern quarter. Several leading spir­ 
its of tho Revolutionist party were present. 
According to the practice of their auarchal 
principles, tho Chairman and Bureaux were 
dispensed with, the tew Ministry condemned 
as set agents of the moneyed class, bent upon 
effecting the ruin of the public. 
After 
twelve years of republicanism, such Cabinets 
should bo abolished. The possibilities were 
pronounced to be simply heart-breaking. The 
audience were exhorted to work for the estab­ 
lishment of a genuine Republic. “ The peo­ 
ple of Paris,” said one fiery orator, "intimes 
past flooded the streets with their blood, and 
they had plenty left in their veins to do s6 
again.” The meeting separated amid cries of 
“ Vive la Commune.” 
H avre, March 14th.—Theevidencs against 
John Walsh is insufficient to warrant extra­ 
dition. Walsh will likely accompany Byrnes 
and wife on Saturday to America. 
P aris, March 14th.—The report that Grevy 
intended to resign the Presidency is semi­ 
officially denied. 
M arseilles, March 14th.—De Lessepe has 
embarked for Tunis, to direct the survey in 
the project to convert the desert of Sahara 
into an inland sea. 
House of Commons. 
London, March 14th.—In tho House cf 
Commons to-day Parnell moved the second 
reading of his bill amending the Land Act. 
He said the agitation iu Ireland must con­ 
tinue to increase until the Act is amended. 
Chaplin (Conservative) moved the rejection 
of Parnell’s bill. 
» Thomas Dickson (Liberal) supported the 
measure, because it embodied the programme 
adopted by the conference of Ulster tenants. 
Gladstone eaid the Land Act was far more 
efficient than Pornell had described. He said 
tho Parnell bill amounted virtually to a re­ 
modeling of the Land Act. He strongly de­ 
nounced Parnell’s statement that the Courts 
imposed the rack rents. He ¡misted that 
the tenants were willing to pay the rents fixed 
by the Court, and hoped that Parnell would 
give assurance that the new crusade would be 
conducted in a strictly legal manner. It 
would be in violation of the duty of the Gov­ 
ernment to demand further sacrifices from 
the landlords. 
Gladstone’s remarks were repeatedly 
cheered by the Tory members. 
The second reading of Parnell’s bill was 
then rejected by a vote of G3 ayeB to 25 noes. 
The Situation in Ireland. 
D ublin, March 14th.—The secret inquiry 
at Dublin Castle, to hear the evidence of the 
informer?, continues daily. As no details are 
made public, no intelligence can be gained of 
the evidence thus far adduced, but the star 
chamber manner in which the proceedings 
are being conducted has given rise to some 
ugly G*picit-ns. It is now opeDly charged 
that various informers have been carefully 
coached, f.i.d that the testimony to be pre­ 
sented at the trial will clearly show this. 
Three or four persons were examined yester­ 
day as to the movements from June to De­ 
cember last cf the twenty-one prisoners now 
av/aiting trial for conspiracy to murder, aud 
a number supposed to be able to give evidence 
similar in character have been summoned to 
attend to-day.

They aro always ready t. .rrl any 
improvement which will benefit Sacra­ 
mento. Their unanimity on all that con­ 
cerns their own city is notorious. They 
first obtained the State capital, and they 
have since kept it at Sacramento by conrin- 
uoua perseverance and enterprise. It is 
the only city in the State owning its own 
water-works. 
Its streets are in better 
condition than any other interior city, and 
its merchants confederate and, it might be 
written, conspire, to take away trade from 
San Francisco. It is a pity that San Fran­ 
cisco dees not take a lesson from the city 
of the plains. While we are squabbling in 
the Supervisors, our streets remain almost 
impaseable, and at midnight are enveloped 
iu Cimmerian darkness. We are emphati­ 
cally in our economy penny wise and 
pound foolish.

If any 
decline, then quit—or be cheated. Though 
you want a job ever so mncb, make all 
sure at the onset; aud in cases at all 
doubtful make sure of a guarantee. Be 
not afraid to ask it ; it is the test of re­ 
sponsibility. If offense be taken, yon have 
escaped a loss. 


Alexander Gortschakoff, ex-Chancellor 
of the Russian Empire, who died in Baden 
Baden on the 11th ¡Estant, was born on 
July 16, 1789. Ho acquired experience in 
diplomacy under Nesselrode in various 
employments, aud in 1824 he was appointed 
Secretary of Legation in London ; in 1S30 
Charge d’Affaires ia Florence, and in 1S32 
Councilor of the Embassy at Vienna, 
where he often acted as Embassador dar­ 
ing the illness or absence of hia chief. In 
1841 he was sent to Stuttgart, and having 
negotiated the marriage between the 
Crown Prince (now King) of Wurtemfcerg 
and the Russian Grand Duchess Olga, he 
was in 1840 made Privy Councilor. In 
1S50 he was appointed Plenipotentiary to 
the German Diet at Frankfort, and in 1854 
he succeeded Meyendorff as Embassador 
in Yienna. 
He displayed consummate 
tact and ability during the Crimean war, 
and it was mainly through his influence 
that the treaty of Paris was signed by Rus­ 
sia in March, 1S5G, after which he suc­ 
ceeded Nesselrode as Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. In 1S57 he attended the Emperor 
Alexander duriDg his interview with 
Napoleon III. in Stuttgart. 
As the 
policy of France 
became 
hostile to 
Austria on 
the 
Italian question he 
increased in friendliness toward the former. 
Ambitious above all to restore the prestige 
of Russia after the calamities of the Cri­ 
mean war, he addressed in 1860 a circular 
dispatch to the European powers appealing 
to the same principles of nationalities in 
the Two Sicilies which Russia had always 
upheld in regard to the Christians of the 
East, and remonstrated against any foreign 
interference iu Neapolitan affairs, at the 
same time disclaiming any idea of revenge 
for past defeats. He favored the French 
expedition of 1861 to Syria for the protec­ 
tion of the Christian population against 
renewed massacres, but, preserving entire 
independence in his foreign policy, he re­ 
fused to associate himself with France and 
Great Britain in their unfriendly attitude 
toward the United States after the out­ 
break of the Civil War. During the Po­ 
lish insurrection of 1S63 he availed himself 
of the opportunity presented by the inter­ 
ference of foreign Powers in behalf of the 
Poles to vindicate the aversion of Russia 
to foreign dictation and her determination 
to settle her internal affairs ia accordance 
with the interests aud the integrity of the 
Empire, and without regard to the views of 
other nations. This course increased his 
popularity at home and his prestige abroad, 
and the Emperor, who had assigned to him 
the title of Vice-Chancellor in 1S62, now 
(July, 1S63) promoted him to the office of 
Chancellor. In 1S66 he succeeded in se­ 
curing the complete separation of the Ro­ 
man Catholic clergy of Poland from tire 
Holy See. His most brilliant achievement 
was begun in October 1S70, wbeD, after an 
understanding with Bismarck on the sub­ 
ject, he availed nimseif of the Franco- 
German war to undo ti* injury done to 
Russian influence in the East by the treaty 
of Paris, by securing at the London Con­ 
ference of January, 1871, the revision of 
that treaty and the formation of another 
on March 13th nutting an end to the neu­ 
tralization of the Black .Sea. For this the 
Emperor conferred upon him the dignity of 
Serene Highness. In the Central Asia 
question, 1873 4, he exhibited a desire to 
avoid disturbing the friendly relations with 
England, without, however, receding from 
an aggressive policy. After the death of 
Alexander II, and the accession of his son, 
Gortschakoff retired from tho Ministry and 
has since 3pant his life in retirement.

I much faster than they were counted. 
He 
! had a supply of from ten to a dozen out of 
the box and uncounted at the same time. 
: During most of the time he had two such 
i lots hanging over the edge of the box in plain 
¡ view constantly, and several times the arms 
of individuals would 
be resting on the 
top of 
the 
box. 
H e 
would 
constantly 
smooth out the ballots by pressing and 
rubbiDg 
them w ith 
his band. 
N early 
all the tickets were scratched with lead 
pencil, and the tickets would be liable, I 
should think, to be much blurred. 
In tho 
same ward the clerks disagreed several times 
as to the checks and tallies, and then after 
exchanging views as to who wa3 right, or 
sometimes listening to suggestions from by­ 
standers, one or the other would yield aud 
m ark his sheet to correspond with his com­ 
panion’s. 
I heard one clerk twice admit th at he had 
checked wrongly. 
The object of having two 
clerks is th at one may be a check upon the 
other ; Lut w ith this method of procedure 
that very objsct is totally defeated. 
Ia m 
told th at io New Y ork the clerks are required 
to sit a; different tables, with the Inspector 
between them , and are not allowed to speak 
to each other. 
Eacli tally then stands on its 
own bottom. 
If they disagree there m ust be 
a recount. 
N ot so in our practice here. 
In 
past elections, when the taliy-sheets failed to 
agree they have been made to do so by one or 
the other clerk adm itting error, which he has 
no right to do without better evidence than 
the more fact that the other differs from him. 
The intent of the law is that ballots shall 
be taken from the box only as they are 
counted, and one at a time. 
Everyone will 
see th at any other practice is fraught with the 
greatest danger, for if the Judges can open 
ten ballots while one is being called, they can 
open one hundred, or can open all of them 
before tallying; 
and by scanning them as 
they lay them out, ascertain nearly the result 
before a single ticket ia counted. 
I Buppose 
no one will deny the possibility of this being 
done. 
I am informed that in Precinct No. 31 one 
or the other of the clerks adm itted tnem- 
selves in error several times. 
In at least one 
precinct other persona than the J udges and 
Inspectors of Election handled the tickets. 
This carelessness—almost criminal careless­ 
ness—in counting ballots ought to be stopped;

B a b y lo n ia n S i l v e r .—The B ritish M u­ 
seum has ju st acquired an In terestin g col­ 
lection of thirty-nine eilver objects which 
give an insight into th e daily life of the 
Babylonians, and rem ind us of the find of 
the bird-dealer’s shop a t Pom peii. 
These 
objects, which were all found together on 
th e site of Babylon, consist of fragm ents of 
silver dishes, th e broken handle of a vase, 
and coins, m ost of the la tte r being defaced 
and clipped.

der Persian influence, and th e work-shop 
may date from the conquest of A lexander.

EATING 
A 
LIVS FISH. 


Resting on a large Catane dish is a mat 
formed of rounds of glass held together by 
plaited threads, on whioh is a living fish 
w ith gills and mouth moving regularly ; at 
its back rises a bank of white ahreda re­ 
sembling damp isinglass, but in realty a 
colorless seaweed, while the fish itself rests 
on green algie. 
In front is a pile .of sm all 
slices of raw fish garnished with a radiat­ 
ing tuft of variegated bamboo leaves. 
A 
portion of the raw fish from the pile in 
front of the living victim is now placed on 
a sauc9r and passed to one guest, and so 
w ith the rest, till the pile is consumed. 
Then, to my disgust, the serving-maid, not 
having enough in the pile for all, raised the 
skin of the upper side of the fish, which I 
now saw was already loose, and simply 
picked up slice after slice from the living 
creature, which although alive, had been 
already carved; nay, even the pile of flesh 
already served consisted of the lower half 
of the creature’s body. 
There is a refine­ 
m ent cf barbaric cruelty in all th¡R which 
contrasts strangely with the geniality and 
loving nature cf the Japanese, for with 
consummate skill the fish ha3 been so 
carved that no vital part has been touched ; 
the heart, the gills, the liver and the stom ­ 
ach are left intact, while the damp algas on 
which the fish rests suffice to keep the 
lungs in action. 
The miserablo object 
w ith lustrous eyes looks upon us while we 
consume its own body ; and rarely is it 
given to any creature to put in a living 
presence of its own entombment, but, if 
being eaten ¡3 to be buried, this most mis­ 
erable of victims to man’s sensual pleasure 
actually enjoyed (?) that rarest of opportu­ 
nities.
